At a crowded reeeting of-the. members of the

We shall, io doe course, have to 
criticise the viewa so honestly expressed by the 
Acting Chfef- Justice on a matter which long 
since ought to have beea made @ subject of 
legletetive ‘dlecossfon, -and meanwhile, In 
reproducing his remarks, respectfally tender our 
thanks for a valuable exhibition of official 
Independence that Is rarely met with In these. 
degenerate days, ; . 4 

Mr, Ackroyd «std :—The subj-ct upon which 
I. propose to address you ‘to-day. and which 
I will ask you to couslder and discuss, {s 
one which perhaps at first sleht may not 
Appear as ioteresting as many which hare 
on former occassions engaged your attention 
nor may It at- first seem to boof any practical 
Importance. The question {s, should {mpriaon- 
ment, with or without bard labour, be {mpoted 
for non-psyment.of fines? For the reasons I am 
about to glve I have been long opposed to !t, and 
1 trust that before I have finished J will be able 
to prove that this question has a very practical 
atde and is Céserving of your serlous considera. 
tlen, I mafotatn, first, that fmprisonment for 
bon-payment of fines is unconstitutional; {t {s 
opposed tothe fundamental principles of our law 
on the subject ; and although it has now an 
acpearance of lepal sanction, since it ie autho- 
theed by Statute or Ordinance, atill I contend that 
{t In Megal, aince it is 
Jaw, and that instead 


ndiv-dual, A fine, as you 
all no doubt ‘know, {1 a pecuniary puaishment 
or recompense for an offence committed sgalast: 
the Queen or ber laws or against the Jord of a 
manor. Itisthe lowest species of puntshment 
which can be awarded. It {s provided as a 
ponishment together with {mprisonment for some 
crimes and milsdemeanaura,.or as the sale’ 
puntshmeé-t which thé court can Infifet In other 
cases, The court may in Sts discretion infllct a 
fine asthe sole punishment for such a grave 
offence as manslaughter. whilst it is alrg the 
penalty which the legislature has preseribed for 
the infringement of ths moat unimportant muni. 
clpal by-laws or regulations, Jt fe the sole 
punlebment Inthe vast number of breaches of 
by-laws and regalatlons made in order to prevent 
petty nulsences or to enforce the execution cf 
admloistrative measures of public importance or 
1o carry out those rules which the neceasitles of 
our present state of clyitizition have called Into 
exlatence, or which the requirements of publ't 
health and eafety, edacatlon and revenge, and 
other like mattera have made imperative, We 
may at any moment unwillingly, almost unknow. 
ingly, bring ourselves within thelr bounds. It fe 
therefore a matter of importance for us to enquire 
what is the penalty to which in those cases each 
and every one of'us may at apy moment aut jorg 
ourselves by our neglect of omlsslon os ignor- 
ance. The system of inflicting fines as a punish, 
ment dates back at least as far aathe Ronfan Em. 
pire. To prescrve order anddiscipline in the great 
city they were building ap they found it necessary 
and perhaps profitable to resott to. this kind of 
unishment, to praise of which & great deal hes 
been sald, for tt haw been urged that as you may 
increase it or redace ft as you like it is the most 
{et ‘and equitable punishment you can have; 
lenthary says that there 4s no other puriabment 
or penalty which can be 90 nearly adjusted of 
fixed with dae regard to the fortane of the 
offenders, But this thecry, which lovkn ao easy, 
in most difficult to put into practice, and equalli 
in the matter of fines {s one of the most difficult 
problems of penal legislation.

This was a rule that obtained even fn 
Henry II.'stime and means only that no man 
aballbave alarger amercementimpored upon him 
than hie clroumstances or personal estate can 
bear, and in order to ascertaln’ thle the great 
Charter directed that the amercement should be 
sat or seduced to certiinty by the oath of the 
good and lawtul men of the neighbourhood. In 
the superfor courts th{s assessment was made by 
the coroner or sworn cfficer. In other courts ft 
was fixed by asressors sworn (otax and moderate 
the general smercement acenrdiny to the parti- 
colar circumstanc:s of the offence and the of- 
fe-der.’, When a pecuni ity penalty was inflicted 
on @ stranger In the saperior courts the judge 
appolnted a jury. On this matterthere fsa very 
instructlve‘case as to the use and necessity of 
these: assessments and pointing out the steps 
which shauld be taken in order that the fine or 
Amercement should not be excessive.

The 
judgment {s by Chief Baron Gilbert and {s dated 
ta Geo, J, 1726, It is there laid down that [t 
was exccasive Kit took away from a. merchant 
his merchandise or from a villain bis cart or 
waloege, or, as Coke In bis Inatltutes expounds 
the words of the Statu'e, In such @ manner that 
the amercement must not destroy the Hvelthood 
of the offender, These words # saving to blm 
his contentment and to the merchant’ ble mere 
chandise" have been construed by another 
wilter on criminal law to mean that the fine 
should be so proportloned to the ability and 
poaliton of the offender that the farmer should 
not in order to pay be obliged to leava his field 
or the merchant to cease bis business or the 
villain ot tabourer to sell hig tools. This I con- 
tend is the real spirit of t ct; a fine. greater 
than a man can pay shou ever be Infllcted, 
Tf tt Iu so Mt is excessive, “and in thls I am Sup. 
ported by the great authority of Lord Campbell, 
who.in the case of R. v. O'Connell sald: And 
that such {s the meaning of Magna Chirta may be 
Inferred fromthe Statute of 5 Edward Ic, 6, which 
enacts that no man shail be amerced without rea- 
sonable cause and according to the quantity of hls 
tresoasy, that Is to say, every freeman saving bis 
freebold, a merchant saving bis merchandise, 
and a villain bis watnage.” And in Rv, 
O'Connell Lord Campbell, referring to Magna 
Charta, says tt provides that no fine shall be 
Imposed beyond what the party is able to pay, 
I. contend therefore that it was never contem- 
, Plated that imprisonment should be resorted to, 
for mot only were the fines. not to bs excessive 
shut means were taken that they should be 
reasonable, Therefore (n order to ascertain the 
-ablilty. of a man to bear the fine my first 
contention is that excessive fines were. not 
to be inflicted, that Imprisonment was not In- 
tended’ that by appointing a jury to assess the 
ine every precaution was taken, and that {t has. 
been ruled that no man is to be sentenced to pay 
2 fine which be connot pay, Now, even suppos- 
ing that a man {x condemned to pay a fine which 
he baw not the means of satlstylno, I farther sub. 
mit you should not sentence that man to {mprt- 
fonment. A fino 's « pecuniery penalty, The 
leglelature for certain offences haa made that the 
only punishment ; it has excluded ell others ; and 
having obteined judgment for a sam of money 
you cannot change the penalty; you can only 
resort to” certain, modes of execution to enforce 
payment{thereof {f you belleve that the man 
can pay and will not pay, That -a fine is 
a pecuniary penalty and nothing more sppears, 
T submit, from the fact that a woman who wat 
eSuppored at one time to have no property of her 
fown could not be sentenced to pay a fine, See the 
‘case of R. v: Thomas and wile. The defendants 
were convicted of keeping a disorderly’ house ; 
the question of what punishment should be 
Inflicted on the woman was raised. The court 
sald: “The ordinary judgment in this cate Is 
the plllory, but for misdemeanour the court Is not 
itled dowo to any particuler jodginent. It ts 
tepresented: the woman js unable to suffer any 
corporal puntthment, and’ as she is a married 
woman and bas nothing withal to pay a fine the 
ponishment must be imprisonment,” There was 
no question in that case of inflicting a pecuniary 
penalty acd then turnin» it into a corporal 
Pualshment, But supposing lt is thought right 
to enforce execution by personal arreit, theo I 
say by no reasoning can you or should you treat 
the man as acriminel, The law has pronounced 
a pecuniary penalty against bie, fn many cases 
‘has repudiated all oth-r punishment, and there.

‘The rules of the gaol, do not provide for the 
paratlon of this class of prisoners from other 
prlaeners, except that first offenders are kept 
part from old off:nders,.
